The military 
measure, which is being carried out in 
the most drastic manner, came in the 
nature ot a surprise action, the troops 
being thrown in and occupying the big 
industrial plants of the section which 
are known to be Spartacan 
strong- 


holds. 
Pedestrians are being halted and the 


houses entered by searching parties. 
The telephone service has been stop- 
ped for the purpose of making 
the

sible. 
This section of Berlin is notorious 


for its riotous tendencies and is gen- 
erally leaked ' upon 
as a gathering 


place for all the criminal elements.

The preliminary sessions will con-

gram commonly agreed upon calls for 
primary consideration of the forming 
of a league of nations and. the con- 
gress will work on this to the exclusion 
of all other subjects. 
, Those European statesmen who now 
Jppear friendly to the purpose of put- 
:ing the league of nations questioti to 
the fore, have repeatedly expressed the 
yeiw that the formation of the league 
and the making of peace are joint 
problems which cannot be dissociated. 
Efforts thus seem to ben all energies 
of the laying of foundations' for the 
league so that the conference may 
proceed to the actual making of the 
peace treaty in the early spring, even, 
indeed, if it be only a preliminary one 
which will dispose of the pressing ques- 
tion of demobilization and the return 
of the warring countries as nearly as 
possible • to the economic conditions of 
peace. 
This is recognized by ail the 
statemen at the conference as of the 
utmost necessrity and is not a view 
confined to the European nations alone. 
The sponsors for the league of nations 
plan contemplate -the broadening out 
of the functions of the proposed league 
as the preliminary discussions pro- 
ceed, their assumption. being that these 
will range far into the subjects of raw 
material and finance, proceeding on the 
theory that the financial or economic 
denomination of smaller nations by the 
larger is no less a danger than armed 
domination. The financial program of 
the league as viewed in these quarters,
